(U. P. Staff Correspondent) 
PARIS, Jan. 16.—Tile associat­ 
ed delegates were working at full 
speed today to get everything in 
readiness for the formal opening 
of the full peace congress Satur­ 
day afternoon.

Although the five principal pow­ 
ers adopted a resolution of the 
congress to the official commun­ 
ique it vas believed today that in 
view of the concert of protest the 
matter would be reopened and pos­ 
sibly modified.

FARMERS 


LEARN 


The Federal Board for Vocational 
Education was established by the gov­ 
ernm ent for the purpose of directing 
the em ployment and training of sold­ 
iers, sailors and nurses who have been 
perm anently disabled by their war 
service. 
It is found, however, that 
many applications are made to the 
various branches of the Board by men 
from the service who have suffered no 
injury or perm anent disability, bur 
who nevertheless are eager for any op­ 
portunity for further education. 
M anifestly the board, as constituted, 
has all it can do in tho vocational 
training of those more unfortunate of 
our 
country’s 
servants 
who 
never 
again will be well and sound. 
The 
New York branch has placed in jobs Ol­ 
in vocational schools 3,100 such men 
since the middle of September, when 
the bureau was started. 
Of course the instruction of the dis­ 
abled should be the nation's first con­ 
cern, but the longing of these others 
who every day, in great numbers, 
make application for help must not be 
disregarded. 
Every man should find 
w ithin his grasp the facilities for 
learning. 
If safety for the world depends upon 
feeding the starving millions in Eu­ 
rope, safety for America depends no 
less upon her gratification of the hun­ 
ger of thousands for education—an ap­ 
petite whetted by the exercise of 
m inds which before the war lay in 
sluggish inactivity, but now' are keen 
with the desire to know. 
A fter the fundam entals which must 
constitute all prim ary education, the 
vocational or trade school probably 
will best serve the needs of the great 
m ass whose lives must be devoted to 
earning a living. 
If the need is to be m et as broadly 
as it deserves, there must be local and 
federal cooperation in the revision 
and extension of educational systems. 


ANGLOPHOBIA IN THE 
SCHOOLS 
The better understanding of Great 
B ritain that has come about as a re­ 
sult of the w ar and the president’s 
visit to England leads naturally to 
criticism of whatever m isrepresenta­ 
tion of Britain there has been in the 
past. 
Much of this criticism applies 
to American school histories, which 
have long been, and still are to a large 
extent, ’’Anglophobe.’* 
Almost any adult American can re­ 
member the prejudice planted in his 
mind against all things English by his 
early history lessons. 
This has prob­ 
ably been tho biggest factor in creat­ 
ing the general spirit of hostility 
which so long prevented an apprecia­ 
tion of our many debts to Britain. 
The Chicago Evening Post joins the 
ranks of those who have been insist­ 
ing on a new' and wiser policy in our 
school instruction. 
It pleads for his­ 
tories w ritten “from the larger point of 
view which has been vouchsafed us." 
In accounts of the Revolution let ‘'tax­ 
ation without representation” and the 
Boston tea party have due mention; 
but do not forget “German George ll. 
the last autocratic king of England.” 
Do not forget Burke and P itt, the 
friends of America, and the latter's 
declaration in Parliam ent, “I am glad 
th e colonies have resisted.” 
W hen we come to the Civil War, 
urges the Post, we need not ignore the 


c o m m ere e-destroyers illegally built in 
B ritish shipyards; but neither need 
w e ignore the opinion of the most en­ 
lightened elem ent of the British gov­ 
ernm ent and people, the w'ork of John 
Bright and Queen Victoria, and the 
self-sacrificing idealism of the indust­ 
rial w orkers of M anchester who en­ 
dured starvation rather than foster 
slavery. 
Let our young people be reminded, 
too, of the friendly part played by 
Great Britain in our Spanish war. 
when a British adm iral joined his fleet 
with Dewey’s at Manila to prevent Ad­ 
miral von D ietrich from interfering 
with American occupation of the Phil­ 
ippines. 
This should be done because only so 
can the truth be taught 
It is sound 
policy, too. 
For as the Post remarks, 
“If a political and social millennium 
ever comes to this troubled old earth, 
It will be because, league of nations or 
no league, the British Empire and the 
tin i ted States—the 
English-speaking 
peoples of the world—so will it It 
will be because England and America 
pull together, and not apart. 


The county agent in a northern New 
York county asks that appeal* for 
back yard gardens be directed to farm­ 
ers rather than to town dwellers. 
He 
that the city folk are already rais­ 
ing beets, turnips, parsnips, carrots* 
and other vegetables. 
The war gard­ 
en has flourished marvellously in the 
cities. 
But in the oountry many of the 
farmers have refused to be bothered 
with garden truck. 
Perhaps it may be urged that the 
farm er has been busy enough raising 
the larger crops of grains, potatoes, 
fruits, and so on. 
Nevertheless the 
criticism has some justification. 
It 
brings to mind the fact that even be­ 
fore war days and before the great 
scarcity of farm labor compelled the 
farm er to choose his crops carefully, 
he cared little about the green veget­ 
ables and small fruits. 
In the midst 
of a fruitful summ er season, crisp and 
dainty salads, fragrant sweet cora, 
tender green peas or beans rarely ap­ 
peared on the farm er's table. 
The us­ 
ual round included fried potatoes, lots 
of meat, bread and butter and canned 
fruit or green grape pies. 
The farm woman who catered to 
city boarders learned to use some of 
the garden stuff, but she rarely offered 
those dainties to her own family. Per­ 
haps it required too much fuss to pre­ 
pare them. 
Perhaps the heavier foods 
were needed because of the strenuous i 
physical work done by everybody on ' 
the farm. 
Nevertheless the county * 
agent's suggestion that farm ers be j 
urged to make kitchen gardens is a ; 
wise one. 
It would certainly put a I 
little more joy into meals on the farm, i

ship when the war came to a 
close. 
T his lone vessel, Pie* testified, 
wa* 
launched prem aturely 
and 
had to be largely re-riveted. 
As a 
result It* delivery to Uncle Sam 
was delayed for about twice the 
norm al period, and it was not ac­ 
cepted by Lloyd’s until fifty or 
sixty days after the normal tim e 
for acceptance. 
Senator 
Johnson 
asked 
Piez 
why the ship had been launched 
before it was nrooerly riveted. 
“W ell,” 
said the witness, 
in 
some confusion, “the date had 
been set—” 
“T hat I* It exactly." Interrupted 
Senator 
Johnson. 
“And 
there 
was a propaganda on, is not that 
a fact? 
They had to m ake good 
by launching a ship that ought 
not to have been launched; and 
they told the country of the tre- 
m enduous strides and the wond­ 
rous work of Hog Island—with a 
ship th a t ought never to have 
been put Into the water.” 
G reat stress was laid upon this 
propaganda, 
and its connection 
with the launching of the ship. 
by Senator Johnson. 
“On the occasion of the launch­ 
ing.” he continued, “there was a 
trem endous 
celebration, 
and 
a 
propaganda as to the great suc­ 
cess of the work—ahead of the 
schedule at Hog Island, etc. 
Do 
you recall that?” 
Piez adm itted a knowledge of 
the propaganda, but said he could 
not recall any statem ent that the 
ship was ahead of schedule time. 
The Senator, 
however, 
insisted 
that such a statem ent had been 
made. 
Resuming 
his 
quiz. 
Senator 
Johnson delved into 
the 
profit 
which the American International 
Company would make at Hog Is­ 


land if it were permitted to build 
all of the 180 ships for which it 
had contracted, at a total cost of 
$256,000 
to 
the 
Government. 
In reply to the Senator’s questions, 
Pie* said that the profit of 
the 
company would be $11,675,000, and 
the minimum profit, allowing for 
all penalty reductions, $8,910,000. 
Bidding the witness follow him 
In a recapitulation of his testi­ 
mony, the Senator asked whether 
the Government had not paid all of 
the bills at the Hog Island ship­ 
yard, and whether It had not as­ 
sumed liability for all of the ma­ 
terial in the ships. 
Piez replied 
affirmatively. 
“The Government also, by a tre­ 
mendous campaign of propaganda, 
furnished the labor for the build­ 
ing of the ships, did it not?” con­ 
tinued the Senator. 
Pie* said that he agreed to that 
“in a limited sort of way.’’ 
The obvious purpose of the ques­ 
tions bv the Senator was to attack 
the American international Com­ 
pany’s claim that it would earn 
the huge profit guaranteed in its 
Hog Island con tractly furnishing 
the “know how’’ which was sup­ 
posed to include the assembling of 
materials and labor for the great 
project. 
“And yet we will pay the con­ 
tracting parties a minimum fee of 
$8,910,000!” the Senator sarcas­ 
tically exclaimed, when

of the fact that the war was over 
and only one ship had been deliv­ 
ered.

And they agree 
on the date as being January 24, 1848.

We made three 
trips to the boys on the lines and I 
had some experiences and saw sights 
that I never want to go through again. 
"The day we were relieved in Bel­ 
gium, German planes spotted our sup­ 
ply train, and they signalled back to 
their artillery and they opened fire on 
us. I would have taken less than fifty 
cents for my life for a few m inutes 
then. 
We lost only one horse, 
but 
we were the cause of one Frenchman 
being killed that I know of. But it's 
all over now and the quicker they 
get us home and discharged, the bet­ 
ter it wit lsuit us. 
I never did think 
much of army life und never will.

never was so disgusted with this way 
of trying to live as I am now.

A Policy of Wasteful 
Waiting Would Be 
Economic Suicide 


From the best information obtainable the conclu­ 
sion is inevitable that it will not pay to wait for prices 
to come down, before undertaking needed or desired 
building operations. 
Prices may come down a little some of these days, 
hut not enough or soon enough to justify wasteful 
waiting. 
We must go forward. 
Any other attitude toward improvements and de­ 
velopment, either of public or private enterprise, would 
be narrow-minded and short-sighted, and in the long 
run—and especially as a community matter—extrava­ 
gant and costly. The foremost economists and cap­ 
tains of industry all over the country are in unanimous 
agreement that in courageous, optimistic, public-spirit­ 
ed enterprise alone lies our salvation from industrial 
ills of appalling proportions, and that such salvation 
alone will more than compensate for the relatively 
high cost of labor and materials. 
Moreover, it is the consensus of opinion of those 
best capable of reaching right conclusions in the mat­ 
ter that the prospect of any material decrease in the 
cost of labor and materials is not very hopeful. 
At all events, no community or individual can af­ 
ford to assume the attitude that growth and develop­ 
ment shall stop because prices are high, lf prices are 
high for the buyer they are also high for the seller; 
if the cost of building materials and the wages of me­ 
chanics and-laborers are high, so are the costs of other 
commodities and the wages of other workers, so are 
rents and board and lodging; and thus an approximate 
balance is maintained. 
We must go forward; to stand still is to die of the 
dry rot. The world is a great furnace of industry, its 
vats full of, molten metal; to let the fires die down be­ 
cause fuel is high would be industrial and social sui­ 
cide.
